Madoc Canadian Tire store 
to close in mid-August

The Madoc Canadian Tire store 
will close its doors on August 13 
after 40 years of service in. the 
village. : 

Employees of the store were 
given their notices last Monday. 
the closure effects the approxi- 
mately 18 full and part time em- 
ployees of both the store and serv- 
ice centre garage. 

In an interview last Thursday, 
Canadian Tire Vicé President of 
Corporate Affairs Alan Goddard 
said the decision to close the 
Madoc storewas made due to the 
expansions of stores in Belleville 
to the south and Bancroft to the 
north. 

“The corporation is expanding 
stores across the country, of 
course one of the major expan- 
sions is in Belleville and another 
one is up in Bancroft, which are 
fairly close by in the community,” 
Goddard said. “It’s just a matter 
of having too many stores toserve 
one market.” 


The store expansions in 


Belleville and Bancroft were 
needed to allow the dealers in 


those areas to offer a wider range 
of Canadian Tire merchandise, 
Goddard said. The expansions 
also require a larger customer base, 
a customer base that will come 
from the Centre Hastings. area, 
which made the Madoc store ex- 
pendable. 

The decison to close the Madoc 
store was made following a re- 
view over the last few months, 
Goddard said. 

As for the employees who will 
be out of work in a few weeks 
time, Goddard said with the store 
expansions in the north and the 
south will come the need for more 
employees, and the Madoc Cana- 
dian Tire employees will get first 
choice of the new positions. 

The employees will also re- 
ceive a severance, which Goddard 
said is in excess of the amount 
required by law, which is a corpo- 
rate policy. As well, he said the 
Madoc dealer Bryan Hutton is 
working with the employees to 
update their resumes and making 
contact with the Belleville and 
Bancroft dealers regarding appli- 
cations for new positions at those 
stores.

“The dealers in those expanded 
stores are going to make every 
effort to offer employment op- 
portunities to those that will be 
out of work as a result of this,” 
Goddard said. 

Along with store closing, plans 
to build a larger store in Madoc, 
that were put on hold in August 


‘ 1992 are officially put to rest. 


Goddard said he wasn't aware 
of the plans, but added that there 
were no plans to build a larger 
store in Madoc at this ume. 

Expansion plan talk for the 
Madoc store began in 1991. The 
origmal plan had the Canadian 
Tire Corporation purchasing an 
11 acre lot at the comer of High- 
ways 62 and 7 with a store being 
built on 3.5 acres, and the remain- 
ing land available for other devel- 
opment, possibly a plaza. The 
plans were put on hold after Ca- 
nadian Tire let the deadline for 
purchasing the land pass without 
making a move. The corporation 
cited poor economic climate as its 
reason at the time. 

Madoc Reeve Tom Deline said

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Inquest recommends 


improved safety and 
inspection procedures

An inquest into the death of 
Bruce Lee of Madoc has made 10 
recommendations to improve 
safety and inspection procedures 
at the talc mine where he died. 

The inquest was held at the 
Hastings County court house in 
Belleville, with Coroner Dr. 
Donald Cooke of Trenton resid- 
ing. 

The proceedings began last 
Monday, and finished up late 
Thursday evening. 

The five jurors for the inquest 
were Lisa Warr, Thomasburg; 
Raymond Antaya, Marmora; 
Margaret Harvie, Madoc; Glyn 
Hawkins, Tweed and Donald Eby, 
Plainfield. . 

The inquest determined that 
Lee was in shaft no. 3 of the 


Canada Talc mine in Madoc, when. 


he was hit by a falling piece of ore 


which caused traumatic head in- . 


junes at 2:45 p.m. on May 13. 
1993. At the time of the accident, 
Lee and a co-worker were in- 
specting the skip shaft, which is 
used to haul the ore up to the 
surface. A canopy which is placed 
above the workers’ heads to pro- 
tect the men from any falling de- 
bris, was not in place when the 
accident occurred. 

Following the’ accident the 
mine was closed for two Weeks to 
complete a “shaft rehabilitation’ 
which included searching for any 
deposits along the shaft walls, 
closing off levels one and two of 
shaft no. 3, as well as other proce- 
dures. 

The inquest was unable to de- 


. termine where the piece of ore 


that struck Lee originated from. 
Four lawyers including Crown 
Attomey Richard Floyd, Minis- 
try of Labour Counsel Line For- 
ester, Toronté; Canada Talc 
Counsel Catherine Osborne 
(Fraser and Beatty) Toronto; Fam- 
ily Counsel Andre Philpot were 
all given an opportunity to ques» 
lion witnesses in the inquest. 
Thirteen witnesses took the 


stand during the proceedings in- - 


cluding, fellow mine employees, 
mine general manager, engineers, 
and Ministry of Labour. repre- 


sentatives. 


_ Following the testimony, the 
jury returned with 10 recommen- 
dations which were as follows: 

* Shaft inspection procedures 


be amended to allow differentia- 
tion between “safe travel” and 
“inspection speeds”; to reaffirm 
the necessity of proper use of the 
canopy; to ensure that a supervi 

sor perform a certain proportion 
of shaft inspections and that such 
procedures be reviewed by the 
Ministry of Labour. 

* The shaft inspection log book 
be amended to include columns 
for: the start and finish umes of 
the shaft inspection; the affirma 
tion of proper canopy use by su 
pervisory personnel. 

* The maintenance of the in 
ternal phone system be performed 
on a preveritative rather than a 
breakdown system and that such 
maintenance should include regu 
lar battery testing. - 

* The “Blue Book” currently 
issued to new employees be up 
dated to include all new and exist 
ing procedures and job descrip- 
tions and be universally redistrib 


uted to employees confirmation | 


of receipt. 


* Worker trainyng should im 

clude, emphasize and review: 
safety procedures pertaining to 
new and existing equipment, writ 
ten job descriptions and responst- 
bilities for every position that a 
worker may be required to per- 
form; safety awareness and im- 
plementation of the internal’ re- 
sponsibility system or 1.R.S.; all 
skip loading procedures with par- 
ticular reference to safe skip ca 
pacity. 
* Increased priority be given to 
the regular meetings of the joint 
health and safety committee to 
ensure the development and en- 
forcement of mectings. 

* Regular safety meetings 
should be scheduled and include 
all workers and that informal lunch 
safety mectings should continue. 

* All unusual occurrences on 
site be promptly investigated and 
responded to in a safe and appro- 
priate manner.

Reilly Marine 
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"'Shoreliner"' makes top 
ten North American list 


Ringing endorsement 
for houseboat as 
affordability and 

design praised 


Hastings - Reilly Marine's el- 
egant Shoreliner mono-hulled 
houseboat has made North Ameri- 
ca’s top ten list of affordable 
houseboats and Bill Reilly, the 
Marine’s owner, although sur- 
prised and honoured by the com- 
mendation, takes the news-as an 
affirmation of the top-notch, cli- 
ent-oriented work done at the 
small Hastings operation. 

The top ten affordables list (un- 
der $150,000) appeared in the 
-most recent edition of Houseboat 

magazine, an American publica- 
tion for houseboat users across 
the cofitinent. 
“The results were drawn froma 
comprehensive survey/question- 
naire for readers and houseboat 
owners across North America that 
focused on things like style, price, 
power options, features and gen- 
eral deployment in the water. 

And to make sure the listing 
did not simply become a popular- 
ity contest, the magazine's edito- 
rial staff had a considerable say in 
the matter zeroing in on areas of 
interest to these experts. 

Allinall, Mr, Reilly says it was 
a very comprehensive appraisal 
of houseboats that touched on at 
least 30 questions. 

He says he was shocked when 
he saw the top ten listing but still 
very happy to see the 37 ft. 
Shoreliner, and its designer/build- 
ers, honoured. 

Reilly Marine started building 
pontoon boats in 1973 and since 
then has produced “different mod- 
els and different styles.” 

Mr. Reilly says they unveiled 
the mono-hull houseboat at the 
SkyDome Boat Show in 1990 and 
since then has been very actively 
marketing the vessels inthe United 
States 


“They are very competitive in - 


the American market,” Mr. Reilly 
told The Star. 

He is extremely pleased to note 
that there is also a lot of local 
interest in the houseboat -- across 
the country and in the five coun- 
ties district closer to home. 

The Shoreliner which_House- 
boat Magazine singled out for 
praise was one Reilly Marine built 
for Dave and Marge Anderson, 
long-time boaters from Cam- 
bate’, Ont. : 

They love the fact that the Reilly 
design successfully marries the

lines of a cruiser with the space of 
a houseboat. The Andersons were 
also impressed with boat's cabin 
design (its large windows are a 
boon) and the hull which makes it 
easy to handle in severe weather. 

They also worked closely with 
the Reilly Marine staff customiz- 
ing the interior, something the 
Marine specializes in. 

Mr. Reilly says that one of the 
boat's selling points is that it is a 
“houseboat that doesn’t look like 
one. 

“Ithas the roomof a houseboat 
with the styling of-a cruiser,” he 
said. 

One of its “claims to fame,” he 
adds is the “tremendous visibility 
out of the windows.” 

There is a measure of flexibil- 
ity in the design of the interior, 
Mr. Reilly explained. And the 
customer sits down and picks the 
colour schemes and works with 
the Marine on other things. 

“We work with each of our 
customers’to ensure that the inte- 
rior design and colour scheme 
matches their tastes and life 
styles,” Mr. Reilly told House- 
boat Magazine. 

“We recognize the highly di- 
verse climatic conditions across 
the continent and don't try to build 
every boat to suit all regions. 

“We prefer to discuss location, 
life styles, cruising habits with the 
customer before making decision 
on engines, generators, air condi- 
tioning, appliances and all the 
other things that fit into the cus- 
tomers’s boating habits.’ Mr. 
Reilly added. 

Dave Anderson added, in the 
same article, that “whatimpressed 
me most was the way that Reilly 
Marine approached the entire 
building process. 

“It seems they felt no pressure 
to hurry the job or take any 
shortcuts...1 was particularly im- 
pressed with the care taken with 
both the plumbing and electrical 
systems,” Mr. Anderson said. 

Mr. Reilly says the Marine can 
build four Shoreliners a year and 
hopes to have two boats at the 
Miami Boat Show in February. 

The houseboats can sleep from 
four to ten people depending on 
the interior layout. There is a full 
kitchen and bathroom area, plus a 
stateroom with a double bed. 

Standard features also include 
twin 185 h.p. Volvo gasoline en- 
giles, 120 gal. fresh water stor- 
age, two-75 gal. fuel tanks, gaso- 
line vapour alarm system, , high 
capacity bilge blowers, hydraulic

“From the start; Vision 2020 
was intended to identify and build 
on the industry's strengths, to pre- 
pare it for a prospepous future.

They're here and hungry for purple loosestrife?! 


They're called galerucella 
pusilla. 

No, it’s not a new pasta dish 
from your favourite Italian res- 
taurant. It’s a- European beetle 
that was unleashed at the head 
office of the Ontario Federation 
of Anglers and Hunters Wednes- 
day, Aug. 3rd as part of the effort 
to slow the wetlands killer purple 
loosestrife, 


In co-operation with the Uni- 
versity of Guelph, the OFAH has 
released 300 mating pairs of the 
beetles at each of 25 to 30 sites in 
southwestern and eastern Ontario. 
It'sadramatic development in the 
battle against purple loosestrife. 

The huge purple blooms are 
just now coming into their prime 
brilliance across Ontario. Al- 
though+they are beautiful, they 
are invading and choking off hun- 
dreds of thousands of wetland 
acres every year, eventually leav- 


ing these invaluable habitat zones 
void of life. Purple loosestrife, 
which originated in Europe, is the 
greatest single wetlands threat and 
one of the most severe dangers to 


wildlife habitat heading into the’ 


next century. 

‘The bugs, which have been 
undergoing vigorous research 
scrutiny in North America for 
several years, are not a panacea. 
They should have a real effect on 
loosestrife populations within 10 
years, but manual, short-termcon- 


—— 


trol methods are still being widely 
promoted to stop the spread of the 
plant. 

The release of the bugs ts part 
of the Ontarnio-wide “Project Pur- 


ple Week.” Several municipali- - 


ties have declared the week and 
many community groups are 
mounting efforts to wage control 
wars in their local wetlands.

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People with disabilities played 
akey role at a national conference 
en campus and community radio 
last month. 

The National Campus and 
Community and Radio Associa- 
tion’s (NCRA’s) annual event 
featured an opening panel and 10 
sessions on disability issues. The 
approximately 200 nion-disabled 
delegates, from radio stations 
across Canada, were invited to 
attend these sessions. Those who 
did attend sessions reported after- 
wards that they learned a great 
deal about disability issues. A 
number of people said they felt 
inspired to work for more pro- 
gramming on disability issues at 
their stations. 

“This conference was a his- 
tone event for people with dis- 
» abilities. For the first me ever, 

our issues were given central at- 

tention by campus and commu- 
nity radio stations,” said Judy 

Koch, Coordinator and founder 

of the Radio Access Network of 

People with Disabilities (RAN). 

This group helped send disa- 
bled people to the five-day event, 
which began June 20 in 
Fredericton, New Brunswick. 

RAN. a project of the NCRA, 
People United for Self-Help On- 
tario, and the National Education 
Association of Disabled Students, 
operates nationally out of offices 
in Toronto. Twoproject staff, Judy 
Koch and Helen Armstrong, 
worked with RAN’s 20-member 
Working Group té. decide on the 
conference sessions. Ten Work- 
ing Group members from across 
Canada. allof whomare disabled, 
volunteered their time to attend 
the event. 

RAN members led daily con- 
ference sessions, including: 
Women with Disabilities and 
Campus and Community Radio;

The sessions were designed to 
help work towards RAN’s two 
main goals--to increase the 
number of people with disabili- 
lies volunteering and working at 
campus and community radio sta- 
lions, and to work fogshe creation 
of more programming on disabil- 
ity issues at these stations. 

“Campus and community ra- 
dio is a natural place for disabled 
people to work, since it can give a 
voice to people who are 
marginalized,” said Koch. NCRA 
member stations have put this 
commitment todisabled people in 
writing in their statement of prin- 
ciple, she said. The document calls 
for programming which does not 
malign people with disabilities. 

Lisa Vinebaum, station man- 
ager at CKLN Radio in Toronto, 
said the conference helped her 
realize the many layers involved 
in meeting access needs. 
“Through hard work we can make 
our stations more welcoming. 
That's the work of non-disabled 
people as well, not just the re- 
sponsibility of people with dis- 
abilities,” said Vinebaum. 

RAN Working Group mem- 
bers consistently educated rion- 
disabled delegates at the confer- 
ence. Helena Katz, who works as 
a journalist in Montreal, spoke on 
the opening panel about her suc- 
cess In community radio. Katz 


said her assertiveness has been. 


very important when trying to get 
non-disabled people at radio Stax 


tions tohelp meet her accessneeds. ) 


Katz is working to create an 


outreach program for people with 
disabilities at CKUT Radio, lo- 
cated in Montreal's McGill Uni- 
versity. People from various dis- 
ability groups will be invited to 
attend an Orientation at the sta- 
tion. 

RAN hopes that a number of 
radio stations will adopt this type 
of outreach program. This work is 
needed to address the current lack 
of programming on disability is- 
sues by most campus and com- 
munity stations.

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Septic systems are like a bad 
joke that no one gets. Except this 
punch fine passes under your 
fanny, not over your head. 

Nobody seems to know much 
about, them. They're easy to ig- 
nofe-because they're‘ out Of sight 
and out of mind. Kind of like 
credit card charges. And as long 
as the toilet keeps flushing, who 
cares? 

This is big city thiriking that 
will come back to haunt us one 
day. Thinking bred by city sewers 
and works crews whocome in the 
night to stake away our prob- 
lems. But our septics won't toler- 
ate such nonchalance, Neither will 
the wife, but then she’s afraid of 
snakes. 

No one talks about septics 
much. Tile beds aren't the gossip 
at aftemoon tea. The guys at the 
bar don't discuss their tanks over 
a brewski. Nor has anyone in te 
bank line ever asked how my Sys- 
tem’s doing. Or at least not that 
one. 

And I don’t hear septics com- 
ing up much during dinner. A 


lucky thing because that would 
surely spoil the meal. 

There was much furore last 
year when the Sewell Commis- 
sion reported that 70 per cent of 
Ontario septic systems are seri- 
ously sub-standard. That means 
only 30 per cent are doing the 
good job we thought they all were. 
The rest may be contaminating 
the water we swimin, bathe in and 
_dfink. Lake water, ground water 
and well water could all be af- 
fected. Wanna brush those pearly 
whites now? 

Septics are the rural equivalent 
of municipal sewer systems. The 
big difference is that the waste 
material is treated on our prop- 
erty. Soif something goes wrong, 
it's our own ground, shore and 
water that suffers. Why would 
anyone want to fool around with 
this potential health hazard? Or 
unpleasant effluent underfoot? 
The wife.says I’m “F” fluent, but 
I only use that world when my 
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septic backs up. 
. There’samyththatseptics stop 
pollution. Not! 

A properly working septic that 
is not being overloaded should 
deal adequately with the potential 
health hazards from human waste. 
But recent research proves that 
sepucs do not cggtrol chemical 
pollutants such atthe phosphates 
and nitrates in our everyday soaps, 
detergents and household clean- 
ers--the very stuff most ofus dump 
down our drains with blissful 
abandon. The wife wants some of 
my abandon directed her way. 
And | thought I'd left her alone 
enough. Oh bliss! 

Most of us seriously overesti- 
mate “our septics. We don't get 
them checked regularly or often. 
At installation, they are specifi- 
cally sized to handle a pre-deter- 


mined load based on numbers of 


persons and frequency of use. 
Over the years, as our families get 
bigger and we use the cottage 
more, we often overload our sys- 
tems beyond their designed ca- 
pacity. Then we are in deep doo- 
doo! 

At the very time when septics 
are becoming a greater threat to 
the clean water of cottage coun- 
try, the Ontario government ap- 
pears to be abdicating whatever 
minimal role it may have had in 
addressing the problem. The 
Sewell Commission Report with 
its Septic recommendations seems 
to be languishing on the back 
bumer. 

The government is no closer to 
making septic inspections man- 
datory on sale as advocated for 
years by the Federation of On- 
tarioCottagers’ Associations. And 
the Cottage Pollution Control Pro- 
gram has beenrecently deep sixed. 

The Cottage Program was op- 
erated by the Ministry of The 
Environment for about 15 years 
to inspect shoreline sewage sys- 
tems and require remedial action 
if necessary; Now it 1s defunct 
and there-are no respectable or 
acceptable alternatives being of- 
fered, much less any stépped up 
program. The wife says that any- 
thing respectable would be a step 
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up for me . 
So where are we left? With 
trouble underground. Since each 


Ontano resident produces about . 


275 litres of sewage per day, 
maybe mass dieting could reduce 


our disposal problem. But there - 


dre aboyt one million septic sys- 
tems hidden in the province; many 
of therm beside lakes, So the ume 
bomb ticks on as we ¢al our- way 
to anal Armageddon : 
What can we do? Put our 
septics in order. Get it inspected 
this summer, Make sure it's up to 
the job you require of tt today 
Stop putting chemicals down 
your drain. They kill the bactena 


that makes your septic work and’ 
* worse, contaminates the water you 


use each day.

Blue Box & Composter: partners

When people think about the 


Blue Box 2 program, thes 


normally ghink only about the Blue. 


Box. That's unfortunate, becduse 
the prograin goes much further 
than simply Biue Box recycling 

In fact, there 1s a partner to the 
Blue Box that is every bit as im- 
portant -- it’s called the Backyard 
Composter. and it has the poten- 
tial todivert even more waste than 
your Blue Box. 

Although a majority of single 
family residents now have a 
composter, thanks toour YIMBY 
‘cOmposter: distribution program 
back in 1992, there are still many 
residents who don’t yet have a 
composter, or who encountered 
problems with their composter 
and stopped using it. 

These people are missing out 
on an excellent opportunity to di- 
vert one-third of their waste, and 
as importantly, missing out on the 
chance to produce their own free 
high-quality compost that they can 
use to keep their garden and iawn 
healthy and happy. 


To encourage these people to 
become full partners in the Blue 
Box program, the Céntre & South 
Hastings Recycling Board has just 
launched a new initiative - free 
composting workshops every Sun- 
day at | p.m. at the Composting 
Demonstration Site in Belleville 


(located beh Hastings Manor. 
with access off Avondale Road). 
This demonstration site has ex- 
amples of a wide range of com- 
mercial and homemade composter 
units, making it a-great location 
fora composting workshop. 

At these workshops, Master 
Composter volunteers will explain 
how to choose the best location 
for your composter, give you sim- 
ple techniques for problem-free 
composting, demonstrate how to 
harvest and use finished compost, 
and answer your questions.

Farm tax rebate jumps 
two percent 


The" 1994 Farm Tax Rebate 
will jump two percent to 75% 
announced Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Food and Rural Affairs Elmer 
Buchanan. 

A decline in taxes from On- 
tario farm land and outbuildings 
due to changes in assessments 
and declining acreage has allowed 
the ministry to bring the 1994 
rebate back to where it. was in 
1992, 

In order to be eligible for the 
rebate, the property must be in 
production and be used as part of 
a farming operation that has gross 
production value of $7,000 mini- 
mum. Farm residences and one 
acre parcels are not provided a 
rebate.

Through Doug and his father’s 
initiative ‘they have raised money 
for an accessible van for public 
transportation and they have had 
a 12 unit accessible eae 
complex built. 

The wonderful part of thiscom- 
plex is that there was money left 


* overto build arecreation/meeting 


room and an accessible apartment 
where guests of the tenants can 
stay and guests from out of town, 
who are in need of accessible 
accommodations, can stay for a 
mere $20 a day. The apartment 
complex was funded by the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia. 

The guest apartment had one 
very large bedroom with a double 
bed, a nice big living room with a 
pull-out couch and a dining area. 
The kitchen was made accessible 
with lower counters and cup- 
boards and knee space under the 
sink and the most exciting feature 
for me was the bathroom, It was 
very large with fold-up support 
bars on each side of the toilet, 
lever handles on the sink, a tub 
and a wheel-in shower with a 
single mount water control and a 
hand held shower hose which 

could be adjusted for different 
heights.

reacquired it. This will allow you 
to report a capital and to claim the 
capital gains exemption on your 
1994 income tax return, 


Revenue Canada is allowing 
you to determine the fair market 
value of your cottage as of Febru- 
ary 22, 1994. From this value 
capital gains will be paid in the 
future and from this value your 
1994 tax exemption will be deter- 
mined. 


Fair market value is usually the 
highest dollar your property wall 
bring in an open and unrestricted 
market between a willing buyer 
and a willing seller who are acting 
independently of each other 


Thef€ is another issue which 
must be considered. For real es- 
tate such as cottages and rental 
properties. you can only elect to 


report the portion of the gain that ~ 


applies to the pertod before March 
1992. 


For Example: 


Lét’s say you paid $ 100,00 for 
your cottage in March [988 and 
you had it appraised at $145,000n 
budget day. February 22, 1994. 


Over the six years or 72 months 
you made $45,000. You need to 
figure out what portion of that 
happened tn the four years or 48 
months before real estate got 
dumiped fromthe capital gains tax 
exemption in March 1992. 


total capital times the number 
of months prior to March 92 you 
owned the cottage - over the total 
number of months you've owned 
cottage until March 94. 

$45.00 x 48 = $30,000 

T2 

Since only-75% of any capital 
gains is taxable, you will be claim- 
ing $22,500 on your tax return 
against the about-to-disappear 
capital gains exemption. 

Now let's say you eventually 
1998 for 
$180,000. In order to calculate 
your capital in 1998 (assuming 
there will be no change in tax 
laws) you take your initial cost, 
$100,000; add amount of capital 
gains exempuon in 1994, $30,000: 
this equals your adjusted cost base 
= $130,000. The 1988 sale price is 
$180,000; minus adjusted cost 
base, $130,000 = $50,000. 75% 
of the proceeds has to be included 
as taxable income in 1998; 75% x 
$50,000 = $37,500 


The adjusted cost base of the 
property is. usually the original 
cost plus expenses (commissions, 
legal costs) to purchase the prop- 
erty, plus the cost of any additions 


or improvements made the prop- 


erty up to and including February 
22, 1994. 


A formal appraisal by a quali- 
fied appraiser may not be required 
However, if Revenue Canada au- 
dits your accounts a formal ap- 
praisal will be required.
